Commissioner Vaile takes the 


position that when he voted for the 
parking lot ordinance, it was his 
belief that the lot would be run 
as the street parking is conducted. 
Because the ordinance itself isn't 
clear on the point, he could be 
excused. 


Vaile is also telling his friends 


that he has received a 'number 
of complaints from church peo- 
ple over the city's ruling on the" 
lo t. He says, if, as Ballard. told 
the press last week, that the lot 
is used "only by a handful of 
motorists" on Sunday, then it is 
all the more reason that it should 
remain free. 


Parking regulations are

posed for the purpose of creating 
more parking, aren't they?" he is 
quoted as saying. "If we've an 
excess of parking room on Sun- 
day, then let us lower the regu- 
lations on that day."

ident Carlos Castillo Armas' private army to disband and go home 
today, but the action generated rising public resentment. An Ameri- 
can Embassy spokesman said there was a possibility of a popular 
uprising in the capital. 


The junta ordered the disbanding 


of Castillo Armas' armed "libera- 
tion army." which sparked the 
overthrow of Communist-backed 
President Jacobo Arbenz Guzman, 
after regular army units and mili- 
tary academy cadets had battled 
the 700 irregulars sporadically for 
12 hours Monday with mortars and 
tanks. 


12 Killed 


Twelve persons were killed and 


'.2 wounded in the battling around 
Roosevelt Hospital, where Castillo 
Armas' men were camped on the 
outskirts of the capital. The fight- 
ing, outgrowth of weeks of tension 
between the regular troops and the 
revolutionists, mushroomed from a 
dawn brawl between cadets and 
members of the President's force.

A cease-fire finally took effect at 


6:35 p.m. and the 700 liberation 
army men surrendered their arms 
to regular army officers. The rev- 
olutionists were ordered to return 
to their homes.

Carthy called for "morning, after- 
noon and evening sessions" of the 
group to draft a speedy report. 


"All I want is a vote by the 


Senate," he declared in an inter- 
view. 


McCarthy dramatically told the 


Senate just before it voted that he 
wants his senatorial critics put 
under oath before the special com- 
mittee to repeat their "scurrilous, 
false" charges. 


If they do that, he said, they 


will "either indict themselves for 
perjury" or "prove what consum 
mate liars they are." 


Read Charges 


The Senate's vote sent to the 


special committee a censure mo 
tion by Sen. Flanders (R-Vt)— 
which Flanders punctuated by 
reading a list of 33 counts again s 
McCarthy—plus six specific accu 
sations against McCarthy by Sen 
Fulbright (D-Ark), seven some 
what similar charges by Sen 
Morse (Ind-Ore) and proposals for 
study of any charges in the Sen 
ate's investigating rules. 


Fulbright said he thinks the 


chances are "very remote" tha 
there will be any final report be 
fore the next Congress meets in 
January. 


McCarthy Pleased 


McCarthy professed to be pleaoec 


with the Senate decision, declar 
ing: "I'm very happy. This is 
good." 


"This will give me a chance to

In this competitive era. perhaps 


companies are underestimating the 
power of a salesman's wife. 


Wife Nut Briefed 


They may train the salesman 


carefully, yet undo it by failing to 
brief the wife on the nature of his 
work, the reason for 
irregular 


hours, the lure of sales confer- 
ences ("They're more than just 
cocktail parties"). 


A poll of 13,513 salesmen's wives 


across the land, made over a two- 
year period by the Research Insti- 
tute of America, shows them pick- 
ing the salesman's job as the most 
frustrating. Only nine per cent of 
them would advise their sons to 
follow in their dad's footsteps. 


And for that gambit about the 


farmer's daughter, the usual com- 
ment -by the salesmen's wives is: 
"Out-dated, unfair, boring — the 
profession has been worn out with 
jokes." 


Many wives complain about long 


separations and say: "Have him 
near home at least one week a 
month." One adds: "We can't af- 
ford two cars and when he is on 
the road. I'm stranded." 


Heavy Paper Work 


Of life with the salesman at 


home, the wives offer this com- 
mon complaint: "The crush of 
paper work at night takes time 
that should be spent with his fam- 
ily." 


A third of the wives ask for bet- 


ter cooperation and understanding 
of their husband's work by his em- 
ployers. 


The wives rate their husbands' 


job in comparison with other kinds 
of work this way: The greatest 
number choose engineering work 
as providing the most security — 
and newspaper reporting as the 
most interesting. But they gave it 
a security rating of exactly zero. 


They credit salesmanship with 


paying the most money and giving 
the highest rewards in accordance 
with ability _and efforts.

Less Long-Fed Cattle in Lots

Market supplies of fed cattle 


wall continue large through the 
late summer and the fall. Prices 
of prime and high choice steers 
may work a little higher, but quo- 
tations on middle and lower grades 
will ease off. 


The 
USDA 
quarterly 
report 


showed a few more cattle on feed 
July 1 than were being fed a year 
before, but the number that had 
been on feed over six months was 
considerably less than last year. 


For the corn belt, and for the U. 


S. as a whole, the official report 
for July 1 showed 5 per cent more 
total cattle on feed. But detailed 
leports from Iowa, Illinois and 
Nebraska showed numbers of cat- 
tle on feed more than six months 
to be down 21 per cent from last 
year. 
Cattle on feed in these three 


states on July 1 were estimated at 
1,732,000 heai, 4 per cent more 
than in 1953. Iowa reported 946,000, 
up 5 per cent; Illinois 390,000, up 
1 per cent; and Nebraska 396,000 
up 4 per cent. 


Fewer Calves 


More steers and heifers are being 


fed this summer than a year ago 
but fewer calves. Steers on feed 
numbered about 1,303,000 head, 6 
per cent more than a year before 
Heifers on feed totaled 374.000 
head, up 7 per cent. Farmers were 
feeding only 43 000 calves, about 40 
per cent less than last year.

Editors Say 
Surpluses Are 
No Threat - 


Surplus commodities which you 


hear are so expensive to you and 
other taxpayers may not cost as 
much as the public* thinks. In fact, 
the biggest burden about surpluses 
may be little more than talk, ac- 
cording to Successful Farming ma- 
;azine. 
The editors of the magazine 


have made a study of the problem, 
and their conclusion is that the 
average share of surplus cost is 
ess than $20 per person. For ex- 
ample, there is a "surplus" of less 
than two and one-half pounds of 
butter per person. This would b« 
about $1.75 worth of butter, if you 
were openly charged for it. 


Congressmen who follow the sitl- 


ation closely don't believe that our 
surpluses are serious. 
Senator 


George Aiken, Chairman of the 
Senate Agricuture committee says: 
"We're only running three or four 
years ahead of population now." 


Congressman Charles Hoeven of 


Iowa comments that "Secretary 
Benson says we have a four-month 
supply of corn. In my opinion, 
that isn't enough." 


So, while surpluses do cost mon- 


ey, perhaps they are a good invest- 
ment.

Some 567,000 
had been on feed three to six 
Fat and Lean 
Hogs Gain 
At Same Rate 


TJRBANA—Many Dlinoib hog pro 


ducers have been wondering whe 
ther it costs more to produce 
meaty hogs than fat hogs. 


G. R. Carlisle, extension live- 


Block specialist at the University 
of Illinois College of Agrfcuture 
says there isn't much difference be- 
tween fat and lean hogs so far as 
rate and cost of gam are con 
cerned. 


The kev to producing lean hogs 


is selecting meaty-type pilts and 
boars with the desirable character 
istics built into them. 


Figures from a midwest expert 


merit statiop test showed that hogs 
with less than 37 per cent of lean 
cuts and more than 26 per cent o 
fat cuts ate 340 pounds of feed to 
gain 100 pounds to reach a weigh 
of 229 pounds ac five months o 
age. Other hogs with over 41 pe 
cent of lean cuts and 23 per cen 
of fat cuts ate 333 pounds of feed 
for each 100 pounds of gain. On 
the average 
they weighed 22 


pounds at five months of age. 


As the amount of lean meat in a 


hog increases, his fat decreases. 
Bfut rate of gain and amount of 
feed stay about the same. 


1953. And 352,000 were reported o 
feed less than three months, 2 
per cent more than one year be 
fore. 


As of July 1, farmers intended! 


to market about equal numbers of 
the cattle then on feed in August, 
September and after September. 
They indicated that they intended 
to ship 408,000 in August, 420,000 in 
September, and 487,000 after Sep- 
tember. Compared with last year's 
intentions these figures show an 
increase of 9 per cent for August, 
a decrease of 7 percent in Septem- 
ber, and an increase of 8 per cent 
for market after September. 


California ^cattle feeders are do- 


ing a big business in short feeding. 
On July 1 they reported 344,000 
otal cattle on feed, only 12 per 
:ent less than Illinois. Of this total 
302,000, or 88 per cent, had been 
on feed less than three months. 


Beef Abundant 


These figures for cattle on feed 


point to abundant supplied of fed 
cattle for the late sumer and fall 
market. On a tonnage basis, sup- 
plies may be somewhat greater 
han the 5 per cent increase over 
1953 in numbers on feed. 


Weather developments may be 


very important in influencing mar- 
ket supplies of cattle during the 
next three months. The early sum- 
mer brought varying degrees of 
drouth to most regions of the Unit- 
ed States. A few midsummer rams 
do not make up 'the moisture defi- 
cit nor replace lost feed supplies. 
Shortage of feed and water may 
force more than usual numbers of 
cattle to market before winter. Still 
the outlook is fairly good. 


Consumer incomes are expected 


to increase a little this fall as in- 
dustrial activity builds up. Pork 
supplies will be moderately larg- 
er than last year, but smaller than 
normal. Pork will sell at reduced 
prices, so expenditures for pork 
will not cut much into the market 
of beef. Present prospects seem to 
call for putting plenty of finish on 
high-quality cattle and for pushing 
lower grades to market rather 
early.

It's better to wait even a year 


until you complete plans than to 
rush into an expensive job that 
won't last. A wellbuilt spillway 
or flume can pay for itself through 
the years in the soil it save, Jones 
points out. 


A gully-control structure must be 


built well enough to carry the vol- 
ume of water that will run off the 
fields above it during the heaviest 
rain. Your county farm arviser 
or local soil conservation district 
can help you find out exactly what 
size you need to fit your situation. 


You plan to build a sod flume, 


a concrete Mijsouri flume or a 
steel-reinforce* 
concrete 
block 


notched drop spillway yourself un- 
der soil conservation district sup- 
ervision. But you should probably 
let a concrete contractor build 
large, reinforced concrete struc- 
tures. 


In addition to building a struc- 


ture of right size, you'll need to 
put it on solid ground, tie it into 
the soil with wing walls and a, toe 
wall and back-fill it carefully. Seed 
grass cover immediatey and check 
after heavy rains so that you can 
repair settling or washing damage 
before it gets too serious.

All-Star game as a prelude to 
professional f o o t b a l l Saturday 
nights and Sunday afternoons by 
exclusive contract with the Na- 
tional Football League. The sea- 
son's cost is around $2,600,000. 


Dating Experiment 


In a daring experiment but on a 


more modest scale, the National 
Broadcasting Company is bringing 
Canadian football 
to 
American 


viewers Saturday afternoons for 
the first time—with at least four 
games in direct conflict with ABC's 
programs. 


The fourth big TV network, the 


Columbia 
Broadcasting System, 


• will stick to its regular week-end 


programs which are light on the 
sports side except for a half hour 
Saturday afternoon show featuring 
major horse races, and possibly 
•ome football Scoreboard programs. 


Behind this impressive entertain- 


ment facade are rumbles and ru- 
mors, huddles and hassels. 


General Motors, which paid the 


bill for the college game the past 
two years, has shown a marked 
disinclination to do it again. The 
rigid N.C.A.A. program, 
which 


aims at distributing games all over 
the country and limiting each col- 
lege to a single appearance, irked 
the big auto firm. 


O. M. Bow* Out 


G. M. was reportedly ready to 


shell out its millions again this 
year if it could have latitude in 
showing three schools twice during 
the season. The school were said 
to be Notre Dame, Michigan State 
and Michigan. But the N.C.A.A. 
said "No." 


Then there is the question of how 


much football TV hurts the college 
"gate"—not such a sordid prob- 
lem as it sounds, because the vast 
college athletic programs are de- 
pendent on football revenues.

Th« n«w measure sets out sev- 


eral mort liberal rule* for claim- 
ing dependents on your income tax 
returns. Each dependent entitles 
you to exempt $600 of your income 
ftom taxes. Each exemption thus 
meant an actual tax cut of $120 if 
you'** in the minimum 20 per cent 
bracket, more in the higher brack- 
ets. 


Altogether, experts figure about 


1,400,000 taxpayers will be able to 
claim additional dependents. The 
changes, effective this year, will 
show up in 1954 tax returns. 


Under the old law you couldn't 


claim anyone as a dependent who 
made more than $600 income on 
his own during the year. 


Under the new law. you can 


count children under 19 as depend- 
ents, regardless of their earnings, 
if you provide more than half their 
support. 


And you can count children 


above 19 as dependents, regard- 
less of their earnings, if they are 
in college. You still, of course, 
must provide more than half their 
support. 


Help 1'arent* 


These provisions are designed to 


help many parents whose children 
v.-ork part time. Under the old 
law, 
it was a temptation for Dad 


to tell his boy to quit work as the 
boy's earnings approached $600 
and Dad faced the loss of a de- 
pendent on his tax return. 


Another new provision says this: 


In determining whether you pro- 
vide half your child's support, you 
don't have to count as part of his 
income any scholarships he re- 
ceives in college. 


Full time on-the-farm training, 


If supervised by an educational in- 
stitution or local government, can 
be counted as attending college. 


New Definition 


Under the old law, you couldn't 


count anyone as a dependent who 
was not a close relative. Now you 


SHOP AT 


can count anyone as a dependent 
if he lives in your household and 
you provide more than half his 
support. 


This is designed especially to ap- 


ply to foster children, children in 
your home awaiting formal adop- 
tion, or others you support for any 
reason. 


In many cases, a group of per- 


sons will share in the support oi a 
dependent relative—say an elderly 
parent—but no one member of the 
group provides more than half the 
dependent's support. Under the old 
law no one could claim the depend- 
ent on* tax returns. 


Under the nev.- law. the group 


can agree that one person will 
claim the dependent in any one 
year. The benefit can be rotated 
among the group In succeeding 
years. 


The member of the group who 


claims the dependent must contrib- 
ute at least 10 per cent of the 
dependent's support. And he must 
be a close relative of the depen- 
dent-non-relatives can't be claimed 
as dependents under the group 
provision. 


The law defines a close relative 


as a son or daughter or grandchild 
a stepson or stepdaughter, a bro- 
ther, sister or stepmother or step- 
sister, 
a father or mother or 


grandparent, a stepfather or step- 
mother, a niece, nephew, aunt or 
uncle, or any of these m-lawa: son, 
daughter, father, mother, brother 
or sister.
